In ihc pasl we have ventured lo assert that it is not system, 


bul men who are responsible for good or bad municipal gov- 
ernment, and the same truth applies to the stales and thc na- 
tion. 
Under any system ^overiimenl may be made to serve 


its ends poorly; under any system it may be made to serve its 
ends well. 
This means Ilia I good.and bad government of 


municipalities depends upon the men in charge rather than 
upoivthe system, commonly known as the charter. 


This is a fact, always lias been n fact, and always will be a 


fact, for this reason it is gratifying to note that the fact is 
more widely recognized than was the case some years ago. Of 
late years there has been a great deal of agitation relative to the 
amendment of city charters; commission government and all 
lhat sort of thing, and many cities have changed, tlie form of 
Iheir.goyernmenfs with excellent results, according to reports. 
But lhat charier changes are Hot the whole thing is made plain 
by a newspaper published in a flourishing eastern city in which 
n change in charter is being agitated. 
In commenting upon 


the proposed change this newspaper says: "And*right here let 
lis say that if is never the system which is responsible for bad 
government, bul Ihe men that arc clecled lo administer the 
system."- Thc paper goes on to say that the freedom of ils 
city from municipal scandals in the pas! is cine to the honesty 
of the men elected lo olllce, rather than lo Ihe charter or any 
feature of lhat instrument. 


Every intelligent man knows thai llie position of Ihc news- 


paper that expresses these views is correct. 
Long and vain 


will be the search for good government through system alone. 
And this is not to say that there is not a preference in systems. 
Without doubt there are manycily charters capable of im- 
provement, and wherever this discovery is made the work of 
improvement may well begin. 
But the municipality that 


imagines lhat charier changes alone will solve its problems 
and relieve the voters of (heir duty as cilizens is doomed to 
disappointment. Government is thc work of meiji, and not.of 
charters and constitutions. 
;VVilh thc right men in charge all 


will be well, while with polilicians and grafters at Ihe helm 
there will be trouble and wasle, no mailer what the form of 
ihe instrument under which they profess lo operate. 


These arc simple facts thai should be borne in mind in this 


age of uneasiness. Change alone does not necessarily mean 
improvement, and for (his reason there should be a careful 
weighing of all the facts before governmental c' 
made..
